DEATH OF EEV. LEABDEB S. 


On opening thej Concord Monitor ot Fri- 


daty we were shocked to find in the leading 
editorial tbe announcement of the death 
of Kev. Leauder S. (Joan, at his residence 
in Altoo, N. U., on Wednesday evening. 
Thc'cuaracter of his sickness is not seated, 
but it must have been brief as the news of 
his death came entirely unexpected to Ills' 
fnends in Concord and elsewhere. 


Jlr- Coan was most widely known as the 


author of tlie stirring and patriot!* lyrics 
styled "The Old Corporal" Ballads," and 
of other poems of more than.' ordinary 
merit. Ho was atpromineop member ol 
the G. A.-K., and riad all tbe fervor of a 
true faoldier m upholding the o'rin'ciples for 
which he and bisj comrades contended 
.under tbe Stars and Stripes. Many of 
liis lyrics were originally printed ib tbe 
Monitor, but quite at number were contrib- 
uted by him to our columns, and as late as 
Sept. 5, we printed as received from him a 
ringing appeal of tnje Old Corporal to tlie 
patriots of ilalne toi"Fall In" once more 
under the Old Klag.j 
. Mr. Coan was a native of Exeter in tais 
County, and bis father, Dea."Samuel Coan, 
and a brother, Elisha S. Coaq, M. D., now 
reside In the town of Garland.

an anonymous letter was dropped in th< 
Post Office-box at my store' professing 
friendship and warning me of certain mdt 
vidimls, wilh tlio palpable purpose o 
throwing the onus of the fiic Upon them 
On Wednesday, April 23, I received tlje 
following drop letter: '"Hr. Taylor: lam 
sony to hear of your late burning of to- 
day. Carpenter shop, tools, lumber, car- 
riages, shedding, etc., eic., accidentally 
caught from burning, brush; loss aboil1 
one thousand dollais. Xow /or yoor house 
it yoo don't be getting away.. I warnet 
joo ttic night that your house catc'acd but 
yoo did not take heed. 
^Tow you have 


nothing Iclt but your house a'nd barns 
which will not take long to go. 1 have bui 
a few words this time. A lover'of Truth 
i'.ikc heed from inc 1S7D.'' 1 


ilr. (Taylor says that he traced Ihe 


iislhor&.p of this letfr to one ofhis 
neighbors, and made the facts known to 
ho authorities, but was unable to secure 
he slightest assistance toward the arrest 
of the suspected person or the protection 
ol' his properly. 
He continues: 


Since the burmngof my mill, and f.iilim 


of my application for htlp to the author), 
ties. J have been obliged at considerable 
expense to guard my buildings with armed 
watchmen. Have been closing out my p^r- 
sonal property as rapidly as possible; but 
t would seem by Ihe last communication 
not fist enough for them. Succeeded in 
renting toy store and arranging for the 
raasfcr ol the post-o/licc to a native, ten- 
lere-d uiy resignation as Post master to the 
)epaument, and named my successor. JBe- 
e>re tbc requisite papers came, the new in- 
urabent became (Tightened and threw up 
us lease nnd his portion, packed up bis 
joods and left, leaving my slock again in 
copardy.
